MEETINGS OF CLUB. 


There shall be a general meeting of the Club, to be 
held at the Club house, on the first Tuesday of May in 
every year, of which due notice shall be given.. 

Special meetings of the Club may be held at the call 
of the President, on notice to each member five days 
in advance, and shall be called by the President when- 
ever fifteen (15) members shall make written application 
therefor, the same notice being given. 

At the annual meeting ten (10) per cent. of the 
members shall constitute a quorum. At any special 
meeting twenty-five (25) per cent. of the members shall 
he necessary to constitute a quorum. 

Notice of the annual meeting shall be mailed by the 
Secretary to each member of the Club, at least five 
(5) days before the time of holding the meeting. 
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Notice of special meetings shall be mailed to each 
member and posted on the bulletin board at least three 
(3) days before such meeting: and the purpose of the 
meeting shall be stated in such notice. 


Te 
BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 


The entire management of the concerns of the Club 
shall be entrusted to a Board of Directors consisting 
of nine (9) members. 

The Board of Directors, who shall be elected at the 
annual meeting in 1887, shall at their first meeting 
after said election, divide themselves by lot into three 
equal classes. The members of first class shall serve 
for one year; the members of the second class for two 
years; and the members of the third class for three 
years. And annually, thereafter, there shall be elected 
three Directors, to fill the place of those whose 
terms expire and to serve for three years. Directors 
whose terms have expired, shall be eligible for re- 
election. 

Nominating Committee.—A. committee, to nominate 
Directors for the ensuing year, shall be appointed by 
the Board of Directors at its meeting next preceding 
the annual meeting. Such committee shall consist of 
five (5) members of the Club, not Directors, whose 
duty it shall be to recommend the names of persons 
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to serve as Directors, and to have the names so recom- 
mended placed on the Bulletin of the Club at least 
ten days previous to the annual meeting. And no 
member of the Club shall be eligible for election as a 
Director, unless his name shall have been posted ou 
the Bulletin of the Club for at least five days previous 
to such annual election, and such nomination shall 
have the signatures of five (5) or more regular members 
of the Club. 

All elections shall be by ballot. The President or 
presiding officer of the meeting, at which there shall be 
an election, shall appoint three inspectors, whose duty it 
will be to collect the ballots and count them, and those 
candidates having a majority of votes shall be declared 
elected, and shall enter upon their duties at once. Vot- 
ing by proxy will not be permitted. 

Meetings of Directors—The Board shall hold regular 
monthly meetings. Special meetings may be called by 
the President or by three (3) members of the Board. 
At least one day’s notice must be sent, by mail, or 
given, to each member of the Board of all regular and 
special meetings, and in the case of special meetings, 
the object of the meeting shall be stated in the notice. 
Four (4) members of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Powers and Duties of Directors.—1st. The Directors 
shall exercise all the powers of the Club, subject to the 
Constitution and By-Laws. 
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2nd. They shall appoint or elect annually from their 
own number, to serve for one year— 


A President, A Treasurer, 
A Vice-President, A Secretary, 


and two members of the House Committee. A third 
member of the House Committee shall be chosen by 
the Directors from the members of the Club, outside 
of the Board. 

3rd. They shall fill all vacancies, occurring in their 
own number, or in the officers, or committees, of the 
Club. Appointments to fill vacancies shall be for the 
remainder of the unexpired term. 

4th. Any officer may be removed from office and 
any member whose conduct or character shall, in the 
opinion of the Directors, be detrimental to the best 
interests of the Club, may be dropped from the list 
of members by a vote of a majority of the Board of 
Directors. 

5th. They shall secure a Club House and frame 
rules as to opening, closing, and for the government of 
the Club House, and for regulating the affairs and con- 
duct of the Club generally. Such rules to be consistent 
with the Constitution and By-Laws of the Club. 

6th. They shall elect, by Ballot, the members of the 
Club. . 

7th. The Board shall cause to be prepared, and pre- 
sented at the annual meeting of the Club, a detailed 
statement of the financial condition of the Club, showing 
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its receipts and expenditures for the previous year, the 
number of members,.and other matters of general in- 
terest to the Club.

METHOD OF ELECTING. 


Members shall be elected by the Board of Directors 
by ballot. 

Any two members, not Directors of the Club, may 
nominate a person for election as a member of the Club, 
by filing with the Secretary, a card on which the name 
and residence of the candidate, the date of the nomina- 
tion, and the names of the two proposers shall be written. 
This card shall be posted on the Bulletin Board by the 
_ Secretary immediately on receiving it, and the candi- 
date shall not be voted for until it has remained on the 
Bulletin Board at least seven days 

No candidate shall be declared elected who receives 
two unfavorable votes. A rejected candidate shall not be 
again balloted for within six months after his rejection. 

The Board of Directors may, at any regular meeting, 
by unanimous vote, invite any person to become a mem- 
ber of the Club. 

The Board of Directors shall have power to limit 
the number of members of the Club, and to require an 
initiation fee if in their judgment necessary. 

The Board of Directors shall have power to admit 
clerks or employees of members of the Club, to the 
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privileges of the Club House on such terms and subject 
to such regulations as the Board may make. 


ANE 
DUES, PENALTIES, &C. 


The amount of the annual dues shall be fixed, and 
made payable, as the Board may direct. 

Whenever any member’s dues shall be unpaid for 
thirty days, the Secretary shall send him a notice of 
the same by mail to his usual address, and if the dues 
remain unpaid for ten days thereafter, the Directors 
may direct the name of the member still in arrears 
to be placed on the Bulletin Board, and in thirty days 
thereafter, if the dues are still unpaid, the membership 
of such person shall cease. 

Any member, forfeiting his membership, may be 
re-instated by a unanimous vote of the Board of 
Directors. 


VI. 
INTRODUCTION OF STRANGERS. 


Strangers, residing twenty miles from the city, or who 
have, within three months, come to reside in the city, 
may be introduced by a member, who shall record in 
the invitation book, to be provided by the Secretary, the 
name, residence, address in the city and date of intro- 
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duction, but such introduction will not confer the right 
to revisit the Club House, unaccompanied by a member, 
unless a written invitation shall have been first given 
by the Secretary. And no invitation shall be issued 
by the Secretary, in any case, if objected to by three 
Directors or by the House Committee.

COMPLAINTS. 


All complaints and all suggestions as to the manage- 
ment of the Club shall be made in writing to the House 
Committee.

RESIGNATIONS. 


Resignations of office, or of membership must be in 
writing and addressed to the Board. 

No resignation of membership shall be accepted until 
the member tendering the same shall have paid his 
entire indebtedness to the Club. 


IX. 
AMENDMENTS. 


Amendments to the Constitution may be proposed by 
the Board of Directors, or by any twelve (12) members 
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of the Club, by sending a printed copy thereof, and of 
the Article, to the members of the Club. 

Any such proposed ainéndment shall be posted con- 
spicuously in the rooms of the Club for at least one 
month, during which period the members may vote 
upon the same by written or printed ballot signed 
with the name’ of the voter, and addressed to the 
Secretary. At the end of that period, the Board of 
Directors shall count the votes and declare the result. 
But no amendment shall be passed which does not 
receive affirmative votes to the number of one-third 
(3) of the members of the Club, and a majority of 
the votes cast.

In respect to all questions of Construction of the 
Constitution, By-Laws and Rules, the decision of the 
Board of Directors, once made, shall control. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The Board of Directors shall convene as soon as 
possible, after each annual election, and shall duly or- 
ganize by the appointment from their own number of 
a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treasurer. 
A House Committee shall also be appointed, the latter 
to consist of two gentlemen from the Board, and one 
from the members of the Club, not a Director. 


MEETINGS. 


Regular meetings of the Board of Directors shall be 
held on the first Tuesday of every month. 


SECRETARY. 


The Secretary shall keep a careful record of all 
meetings, in a book to be kept for the purpose, and at 
every meeting, shall read the minutes of the previous 
meeting before proceeding to business. 

He shall give to each Director at least one day’s 
notice in writing of each meeting. 
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_ He shall have the custody of the Constitution, 
and of all the valuable papers belonging to the 
Club. 

He shall attend to the correspondence of the Club, 
and issue proper cards of invitation at the request 
of members, &c. At the annual meeting in May 
of every year, he shall present a synopsis of the 
important transactions of the Board for the year, 
ending on the first Tuesday in May. 


TREASURER. 


The Treasurer shall attend to the collection of all 
subscriptions, fees, and all monies due to the Club, and 
deposit same in such Bank as the Board may direct, 
to the credit of the Club, and keep a regular account 
thereof. 

He shall make a monthly report of his collections 
and payments to the regular monthly meeting of the 
Board. 

He shall pay only such drafts and accounts as are 
approved by at least one member of the House Com- 
mittee. 


HovusE CoMMITTEE. 


The House Committee shall have supervision and 
jurisdiction over the internal economy and regulations 


of the Club. 
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They shall be charged with the enforcement of all 
rules, and with the employment and control of all em- 
ployees of the Club. 

They shall purchase, or superintend and control the 
purchasing, of all, equipments and supplies, for the 
Club, and regulate the prices of articles sold in the 
Club.

The By-Laws can be altered or amended, at any meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors, by a two-thirds vote of the 
whole Board.
